CHICAGO, July 17.—When the court 
was opened this morning Waller was 
again placed on the stand. The witness 
testified that a bomb was given him by 
Fischer Thanksgiving day last with in 
structions to use it on the police if they 
interfered with the meeting to be held 
that evening at the Market street square. 
He kept it in his house for two weeks 
and then the witness went to the hay- 
market meeting armed with the dyna- 
mite bomb. 


At this point Waller was shown a 
photograph 
of an anarchist 
named 
Schnarbett, which he identified and ii 
was placed in evidence. 
The witness 
continued his testimony saying, that 
Schnarbett was at the meeting. 


"Did Schnarbett say anything at the 
meeting?" 


"He said we should tell o^her mem- 
bers what we had decided to do. He 
said the thing should commence in 
other place."

A BLOODLESS OUEL. 


Two Frenchmen F i g h t W i t h Pis- 
tols, B u t Come Out U n h u r t . 


PABIS, July 17.—The duel between 
General Boulanger and Baron De Larein- 
ty, was fought at 9 o'clock this momiug. 
The weapons were pistols, and the place 
of meeting was in a forest near Mendon 
five miles west of Paris. 
Wheç the 
command fire was given. Baron De La- 
rienty shot at Gen. Boulanger. The lat- 
ter coolly awaited the result of the shot 
without firing himself. 
Finding him 
self untouched by his opponent's bullet, 
Gen. Boulanger raised his pistol and 
fired into the air. The combatants then 
left the 
field. Gen. Boulanger re- 
turned to Paris and went straight to his 
office at the war department. A large 
crowd assembled to learn the result of 
the duel and they gave Gen. Boulanger 
an ovation when he appeared. 


The London correspondent of the 
Journal Des Débats says the Earl of 
Boseberry, the British foreign minister, 
has sent to Bussia a precise and em- 
phatic protest against the closing of Bat- 
oum. 


Witness testified that a meeting was 
held in Bohemian hall Sunday, May 2. 
Engel and Fischer (.two of the defend- 
ants) and a number of other socialists 
were j resent. Engle submitted a plan 
according to which, as soon it came to 
conflict between the police and north- 
western groups, bombs should be thrown 
into the police stations. Then the rifle 
men of Lehr, und wehr verein. were to 
be posted at a distance and shoot all 
whdphould come out of the station house. 
That was to be kept up until they 
were whipped. We were to kill every 
body who opposed us. Some one in the 
meeting opposed the plan. I don't 
know the man, but he said it would be 
better to get into crowds in the city and 
there kill people right and left." 


Another man opposed this plan. He 
said: "We could not know our neigh- 
bors in the crowd. 
We might kill our 
friends by mistake." 
Engels plan was 
finally adopted by the meeting.

The most 
reu'iirkable letter in the lot was writ- 
ten by William H. Herndon, and bears 
date of Springfield, ill., April 14, 
¡1H8from which the ."ollowing is an 
extract: I became acquainted with him 
{Lincoln) in 183t, and in 1843 Mr. 
Lincoln and I became partners in the 
land business. Our partnership was 
never legally dissolved until the night 
bf his assassination, but after his elec- 
tion he would take none of the fees of 
our land business. Mr. Lincoln w.is 
not appreciated in this city, nor was ho 
at all times the most popular man 
among us. The cause of his unpopu- 
larity—rather the want of popularity 
here—arose from two causes: 
First, 
he did his own thinking; and, second, 
he had the courage of his convictions, 
and boldly and fearlessly expressed 
' ^them. I speak generally, and espe- 
cially of his political life. * * * 
Mr. Lincoln was a sad man, a gloomy 
man, and hence he was cot very social 
in his natu e. I'e seemed to me to be 
an unhappy man at times. He dearly 
loved his children, but he was not the 
happiest man in the world domestical- 
ly. As a friend Mr. Lincoln was true 
—true as steel. 
He thought in his life 
and lived in his thought. In many 
things Mr. Lincoln was peculiar. He 
did not trust any ma a with the se rets 
of his ambitious soul. He was a won- 
derful man, and his fame will grow on 
the ages.

Mr. Casanave wields a strong 
pen and proves in the first article tha t 
piece work is advantageous in railroad 
shops, even with the additional clerical 
force it incurs. In his second letter he 
considers "piece work" in its relations to 
the labor difficulties. In this paper Mr. 
Casanave is very forcible and proves that 
piece work is a solution of the labor 
question inasmuch as every man is 
paid according 
to his skill and 
ability to make money for his employers. 
Every man stands on his own merits and, 
as is the scheme in the printing offico.s 
the world over, men work for themselves 
1 n a measure and reap the benefit of 
their own knowledge, skill and industry, 
without contributing to the support of 
their indolent neighbors. 
He insists 
that workmen should get good prices for 
their piece work so that the aggregate 
would be equal to the average wages 
prevailing.

Fort Wayne is in need of new pave- 
ment and the city officers are discussing 
the various materials in the market. Mr. 


G. Rurode tells us that brick pave- 
ment is the latest and possibly the best 
and cheapest sort of street blocking dis- 
covered. It is now in use at Decatur, 
111., and is so satisfactory that the ma- 
terial is adopted there generally. Mr. 
R. Hoffman, a brother of Messrs. W. 
and E. A. Hoffman, of this city, 
writes Mayor Muhler that brick pave- 
ment has been in use at Charleston, West 
Virginia, for fourteen years and is now 
better than any pavement in Fort 
Wayne. He discribes the pavement as 
smooth, solid and intended to bear heavy 
work. The brick are laid on a plank 
saturated witn coal tar, with a surface of 
sand and cost $1.07 per square yard, 
dr. Hoffman has frequently visited Fort 
Wayne and is anxious that the pavement 
be tested.

A feeling of regret and sadness filled tbe 
hearts of those who read recently that Paul 
H. Hayne, the southern poet, had been sud- 
denly attacked with blood clot on the brain 
and died next day. 
Mr. Hayne has long 
been almost an invalid. 
He ha? had slight 
hemorrhages from the lungs for years. 
It is 
only the watchful care of a lovely and lov- 
ing wife that has kept him able to do any 
literary work at all. 
^ 


The whole country will share in the regret 
at the announcement of Mr. Hayne's death. 
Gradually he was becoming more and more 
favorably known as a poet, and his literary 
contributions were more and more frequent 
in the best periodicals of the country. 


Paul Hayne's history is rather romantia 
He comes of a South Carolina family of 
long descent. 
His uncle it was, Col. Robert 
Y. Hayne, who had the memorable contro- 
versy with Daniel Webster m the United 
States senate on the occasion when "Black 
Dan" passed his celebrated encomium on 
Massachusetts and said: "There she stands, 
look at her I"

But he did not imve so bad a life of it at 
fi'-sL 
He was born in Charleston in 1830. 
His family was well-to-do and he enjoyed 
all tlie advantages of wealth and a choice 
society. 


At the time Ha3-ne passed his young man- 
hood there, Ch irleston was also the center of 
a literary life 
which 
has 
never 
since 
been eqnaleiL 
It was the home of John 
C. Calhoun, of Gilmore Sims and of Legare. 
From these Hayne drew incitements to his 
youn;:; ambition. 
A good-looking, gallant 
youtli he was, slight and graceful, with 
piercing black eyes and a clear, dark com- 
plexion, whose freshness he retained at the 
age of 50 


He studied law and was admitted to tha 
bar. 
He never practiced his profession. 
Probably in those days he was too busy in- 
diting "sonnets to his lady's eyeljrow" to 
look after clients. 
He was married at 22 to 
his devoted, sunny wife. 


He was and is still an ultra-southerner. 
When the war broke out ho entered the Con- 
f e d e r a t e army as a member of Gen. Pickens' 
staff. 
His health had never been robust, 
and the exposures of a soldier's life did not 
help it any. 
After that, troubles came thick 
and fast. 
His mother had been wealthy 
"befo' de wah." 
That swept away 
all, 
Haynes' future was not promising. 
He was 
too much of a poet to enter on a business or 
professional career and recoup himself from 
his losses. 


COPSE HILLs hayne'S HOME. 


Under the circumstances, he certainly did 
the wisest, wholesomest thing. 
He retired 
to the lands known as the "Pine Barrens," 
sixteen nii es from Augusta, Ga. 
In the 
midst of the oak and pine trees he built a 
cottage of four rooms, and lived there and 
wrote poetry. 
He is a lover of nature, and, 
like Bryant, the poet of nature. 
But he had 
printed verses long before this, in his youth. 
His fir.-<t volume was published in Boston, 
when he was 2.") years old. 
Before the war 
he had printed thr.^o volumes. 
During the 
years following ISOO he published his most 
famous poems. 
Stirred in all the depths of 
his soul, he wrote war lyrics. 
"Beyond the 
Potomac" was the one most widely circu- 
lated. 
He has issued two volumes since liv- 
ing in the lonely, sweet-smelling woods at 
Copw Hill. 


THE POET S LIBRARY. 


"Legends and Lyrias," which appeared in 
1872, is considered the best collection of his 
works. 
He is undoubtedly tbe chief living 
southern poet. 
His style is characterized 
both by strength and daintiness of expres- 
sion. 
He ought to have lived many years 
yet, and done his best work stilL 


The family at Copse Hill consists of three— 
father, mother and son. William, the pretty 
boy of a few years ago, is now a grown man. 
They have never been anything but poor, 
yet tbey are very-happy. 
The way sweet 
Mrs. Hayne decorated her husband's stiidy 
partakes of tbe heroic. 
"She patiently cut 
picture after picture from magazines, trova. 
illustrated pipers, anywhere she could find 
them, antl pasted them upon the pine wood 
wall till it was all covered. 
There is infinite 
variety in this pretty and pathetic monu- 
ment of a wife's love. 
A copy of an old 
church painting of Christ hangs not far 
from a picture of a horse race. 


Mrs. Hayne also, with her own bands, up- 
holstered the chair in which the poet sits 
among his books. 
She even made the book 
case, which was originally a number of pine 
boxes.

ATLANTIC CITY SIGHTS. 


PICTURES TAKEN ON THE SPOT OF 
FAIR BATHERS AND OTHERS. 


Pblladelphia's Coney Island — Bathing 
Gofltumes that Never Ctot Wet —In the 
Sands Under Red Umbrellas—The Board 
Walk—The Sandbox. 


ATLANTIC CITY, July 18.—Philadelphia ap- 
pears to understand solid comfort better 
thiui New York does. 
The nearer her vicin- 
ity one approaches the cheaper and more 
comfortable tbe necessities of life become 
There is more free-heartedness apparently, 
and people M ith wares to sell do not seem so 
much of razor-faced sharpers whose aim is 
to get the last cent out of you and give as 
little as possible in return. 
You get more 
things free than elsewhere. 


This generous, hospitable disposition is 
shown even in Philadelphia's watering place. 
Atlantic City. 
It is a place that has shoved 
ahead tremendously. Twenty-five years ago 
only duck hunters and fishermen knew what 
a paradise of a spot it was. 
Now it has a 
permanent population of 10,000. It is noted, 
they say, for mosquitoes and girls with red 
hair and freckles. 
But the mosquitoes one 
can defend himself against, and the red- 
haired girls with freckles he does not want 
to be protected firom, 


Atlantic City is situated upon a long, nar- 
row, sandy island upon the New Jersey coast. 
The island is called Absecom beach, and 
Atlantic City is sixty miles southeast of 
Philadelphia 
Several railroads pass through 
the place. 
There is a lighthouse, called Ab- 
secom light, upon the north end of the 
island, which is not, however, called an 
island at all, but a beach. 
Atlantic City is 
an all the year around ^-esort, and hundreds 
of thousands of people come here. 


WHAT PEOPLE DO. 


A summer resort is supposed to be where 
people go to rest and recuperate. 
How they 
do it at Atlantic City you wül see by the 
picture. 
The "board walk," as it Ls called, 
is a raised plank promenade that runs along 
and above the beach from one end of Atlantic 
City to the other. 
It is nearly three miles 
long, is fifteen feet wide, and is crowded with 
humanity from morning till night. 
Some- 
times the footsteps of 300,000 persons patter 
upon its boards of a single evening.

Atlantic City is the Coney Island of Phil- 
adelphia, they say, except that it is not so 
expensive. 
Here are booths, stands, steam 
calliopes, merry-go-rounds and catch-peimy 
shows inconceivable. 
Photographers will 
give 5^ou your picture by instantaneous pro- 
cess. 
When they see a couple that look 
spooney, the sly dogs murmur confidently, 
"Your photographs taken together, twenty- 
five cenfs." The bait often takes. 
It is 
whispered that the spooney couples are 
sometimes married couples, and not married 
to each other, either, and that these twenty- 
five cent photographs, "taken 
together," 
have figured as dumb witnesses in divorce 
cases be. ore now. 
But that is neither here 
nor there.

The beautiful wretches wear corsets with 
these fancy bathing suits, and squeeze them- 
selves up and strap themselves down like 
veritable fat French womfen. 
Corsets are 
offered with the hired bathing suits regu- 
larly now. 
After bathing hours the clothes 
lines in tbe vicinity of the women's dressing 
rooms show a string of wet, bent, discolored 
and hideous looking corsets that are enough 
to make any one with esthetic instincts 
shudder. 


They even insist, heaven save the mark I 
that it is only the proper thing for women 
and girls to wear corsets into the surf.

Casanave is very forcible and proves that 
piece work is a solution of the labor 
question inasmuch as every man is 
paid according 
to 
his 
skill 
and 


ability to make money for his employers. 
Every man stands on his own merits and, 
as is tho scheme in the printing office* 
the world over, men work for themselves 
in a measure and reap tho benefit of 
iheir own knowledge, skill and industry, 
without contributing to the support of 
their indolent neighbors. 
He insists 


that workmen should get good prices for 
their piece work so that the aggregate 
would bo equal to the average wages 
prevailing.
